CASH HELP “OR PUNSLONGRS VROM 24TH NOVEM3ZER 1980 


The claim form for supplementary benefit is form 9B.1 available 
either from the D.H.S.S or Post Offices. Alternatively a: friendly 
chat in your home can be arranged if you send in blue form BR 374 
in the back of your Pension Book. 


The present weekly Supplementary Benefit rates for pensions are:- 
Married couple £45.45. Single person living in your own home 
£27.15. Single person livine in someone else's home £21.70. 


Of course there are differences if you are a boarder or shering 
housing costs (see leaflet 9B.8). 


There is a weekly addition of 25p per person for those over 80 and 
for each blind person there is an extra £1.25 per week. 


There are additional allowances for those with heating difficulties 
or if you have central heating and if you have additional expense 

in connection with a special diet or laundry then further allowances 
may be payable. See leaflets $8 8 or OC2. 


In addition we add your housins costs - either your weekly rent 
or if you own your house an allowance for retes, ground rent and 
mortgage interest plus £65 per year towards repairs and insurance. 


Having added up what you need we deduct your income. 


You will not get supplementary benefit if you and your wife's 
joint savings exceed £2,000. ‘The house in which you live does 
not count as part of your savings but other houses or land would. 
Income from all sources counts but earnings are taken as your net 
earnings and are subject to deductions for fares and an allowance 
of £4 from your own weekly earnings, £4 from your wife's and & 

of any income from a charity or disablement pension. Attendance 
and mobility allowances are ignored. Your income is then deducted 
from your needs and the dtfference paid as a Supplementary Pension 
either on your retirement pension book or a separate book. 


You must notify the D.H.§.9 of any change of circumstances (see 
the yellow pages in your book) such as starting work, going into 
hospital, going abroad, moving or coming into money etc. 
Sometimes special needs payments can be made for removals, 
furniture, bedding or funeral costs etc. These are explained in 
leaflet SB16. : 


Tf you are not happy about your assessment you can appeal to an 
independant Appeal Tribunal.
